H a v a n a , Au g. 11.— In an open 
letter pu blished y esterday by La 
Lu cha, Gen. Max imo Gomez say s 
he has remained in Cu ba to fu lfill a 
great du ty . Xow that ex aggerated 
and mistaken notions are cu rrent 
regarding the state of Cu ba, he de­ 
sires to ex plain the tru e situ ation. 
‘T t is absolu tely false,” he say s, 
“ that great differences ex ist 
be­ 
tween the Cu bans and Spaniards, 
or between the Cu bans and A m er­ 
icans, or among the Cu bans them­ 
selv es. 
On the contrary , all is go­ 
ing well. 
An old institu tion, the 
Cu ban army , is being dissolv ed; 
the people think only of absolu te 
independence; 
a national 
party 
which opens its arms to receiv e all 
withou t asking 
qu estions as to 
where they were du ring the war, 
is being formed. 
More cou ld not 
hav e been done in so short a time. 
“ The impatient popu lation does 
not realize that it is not the work 
of a day to organize society . 
T u r­ 
bu lence of highly stru ng minds 
mu st hav e time to abate in a peo­ 
ple thirsting for independence, and 
liberty mu st be restrained by na­ 
tional* precepts. 
There has been 
interv ention by a foreign nation 
for the sake of peace, and now the 
moment is propitiou s. 
All who 
were prev iou sly disu nited shou ld 
u nite for the same end, which is to 
form a cou ncil representing the 
sou l of Cu ba. 
“ In the meantime, the interv en- 
ing power will fu lfill the obliga­ 
tions it has incu rred, and the Cu ban 
people, heroic and sensible, will 
take the situ ation calmly , working 
and waiting for the independence 
and liberty which the fu tu re will 
su rely bring. 
“ As for the su ggestion that the 
interv ening power 
contemplates 
robbing the Cu bans of their own, I 
do not believ e it. 
“ Su ch a ru mor is a calu mny 
against an honorable people. 
The 
Cu ban, 
left poor by the 
war, 
shou ld dream only of work. 
Let 
u s allow by gones to be by gones. 
Let u s see a brother in ev ery man 
in C u b a.” 
W ith r egar d to himself, 
Gen. 
Gomez, whose letter is addr essed 
to his son, Domingo, says the latter 
must not tr ouble himself r egar ding 
his father ’s futur e and r eputation. 
He declar es that he consider s him­ 
self successfully defended 
by his 
own r ecor d, by a car eer which has 
“ 
always adjusted to the r ational 
or der of events.” 
He 
descr ibes 


himself as “ withou t ambitions of 
any kind that cou ld distu rb my 
conscience, and happy in the lot of 
a people who shall one day be 
themselv es happy .” 
“ Cu ba, 
which 
adopted 
and 
fou ght for the highest principles, 
he continu es, “ is now in peace. 
She is behav ing like a cu ltu red 
cou ntry , in order that her people 
may constitu te themselv es a na­ 
tion withou t need of an ex ternal 
mentor. 
If su ch condu ct is con­ 
tinu ed, if su ch an ex ample of self- 
restraint is maintained, all Amer­ 
ican 
militarism mu st disappear, 
giv ing place to a tru e democracy .” 
The “ noble people of H av ana,” 
he say s, hav e once more earned his 
gratitu de by a signal demonstra­ 
tion of their good will toward his 
wife and family , bu t he is soon go­ 
ing away from among them, as he 
longs to be in his own cou ntry 
again.
